The King's courage and good temper are re- 
markable, and yesterday he personally wrote several 
telegrams and one or two notes. As evidence of the 
King's persistent refusal to efface himself from his 
connection with state affairs, aud in corroboration of 
the statement that the physicians are satisfied with 
their patient’s condition, the Associated Press learns 
that, besides personally opening telegrams Wednes- 
day night, King Edward then insisted upona full 
inspection of the honor list. There was one appoint- 
ment of much importance which had not been defi- 
nitely decided at that time. The King approved this 
nomination and gave the final order tothe department 
interested, thus saving one of the recipients of honors. 
from bitter disappointment. 

Last night King Edward was better in every way. 
The return of pain in his wound is not accompanied 
by any appreciable increase of temperature. In fact, ' 
King Edward’s doctors are inclined to regard the 
patient’ s pain aud his appetite as healthy symptoms, | 
although, with the reserve they have maintained’ 
throughout, they refrain from commenting thereon. 

To these hopes of a favorable issue of the King’s 
illness no less an authority than the Queen gives en- 
couragement. Writing tothe Lord Mayor of London, 


| Sir Joseph C. Dimsdale yesterday to thank him for his 


expressions of the sympathy of the city of London, 
“The 
Queen rejoices to think that the bulletin of this 
morning gives a favorable report to the King.” 

Following the expressed desire of the Prince of 
Wales, the arrangements for illuminating the city, 
which involved the costly erection of set pieces for 
electric and gas lights, will be allowed to remain, and 
will be utilized “immediately it is announced that 
the King is out of danger.” By the King’s personal 
desire, the royal pardons of offenders in the army will 
go into effect just as if the coronation had occurred. 
The last intimation suitably brings to a close the day 
which was to have been notable in English history, 
and which, from the view point of the public, has 
passed into that mediocrity which is attached to all 
things that are neither wholly good nor bad. 

FEATURE OF THE DAY. 

The most striking feature of Coronation Dis, as 

it is still called, was the universal substitution of serv- 


jices of intercession for those of rejoicing. The 


services occurred throughout the country and on 
board the great fleet that lies unreviewed in Ports- 
mouth harbor. Yet even these lacked pathetic and 
"(dramatic elements. In the face of the ene bul- 


letins, tears and litanies are obviously 
out of place. The crowds that packed 
the streets of the metropolis until mid- 
night, last night, evidently appreciated 
this; they did not “ ce,” but there 
was a general sense of rejoicing. All 
night long the Strand was thronged 
with crowds of people, who usually 
confined themselves to taking a fare- 
well look at the decorations gradu- 
ally disappearing from the front of 
Buckingham Palace. Only a slim gath- 
ering awaited the night bulletin, and 
when that was posted, the royal resi- 
dence, save for a few stragglers, be- 
came deserted. 

Inside the palace the members of the 
royal family spent a quiet evening, 
and the number of callers was smaller 
than any night this week. 

With the favorable progress af the 
King, there is much discussion as to 
how the coronation will eventually be 
effected. While nothing has in any 
way been definitely settled, it appears 
that King Edward is likely to cele- 
brate this event very quietly, and with 
merely the ceremony that attends the 
opening of Parliament. This consists 
‘of a drive direct to Westminster Ab- 
_ bey, accompanied by a small escort, 
and a speedy return to Buckingham 
Palace, and it is rumored that no for- 


„ eign Princes or envoys will be espe- 


cially invited for the occasion. All 
this, of course, is quite in the air, but 
it forms one of the chief topics of 
London's daily conversation. 

Hundreds of visitors to London, es- 
pecially Americans and people from the 
country, flocked to Westminster Abbey 
| yesterday, and until late at night 
8 and rather awestricken crowds 

f spectators stood gazing at the palace 
where King Edward VII should have 
been crowned. The artificial corona-

WASHINGTON, June 26.—The Sen- 
ate Committee on Appropriations has 
concluded consideration of the Gen.

DEWEY DISPROVES 
FILIPINO CLAIMS. 


ASHINGTON, June 26.—Admiral 

Dewey made a statement before 

the Senate Committee on the 
Philippines concerning the early oper- 
ations at Manila when he was in com- 
mand ce the American naval forces in 
Philippine waters. The admirals 
statement contributed an important 
addition to the history of the surren- 
der of the city of Manila. 

This consisted of a positive state- 
ment by the admiral to the effect that 
the city had not been surrendered to 
him at the time the Spanish fleet was 
sunk, and that when the city did sur- 
render it was in pursuance of a defi- 
nite understanding between himself 
and the Spanish Governor-General. 

Senator Lodge questioned the ad- 
miral. He said he had first heard from 
Aguinaldo and his friends about April 
1, 1898, when it became certain that 
there was to be war. 

J then heard that there were a 
nuinber of Filipinos who desired to ac- 
company the fleet to Manila,” he con- 
tinued. “All of them were young and 
earnest. I did not attach much impor- 
tance to them or to what they said. 
The day before we left Hongkong, 1 
received a telegram from Consul-Gen- 
eral Pratt, located at Singapore, say- 
ing that Aguinaldo was at Singapore, 
and would join me at Hongkong. Ire- 
plied: ‘All right; teil him to come 
aboard,’ but I attached so little impor- 
tance to the message that I sailed 
without Aguinaldo and before he ar- 
rived. There were then many prom- 
ises as to what tae Filipinos would do, 
but I did not depend upon them. Con- 
sul Williams assured me that upon 
our arrival and the firing of the first 
gun, 3°00 Filipinos would rise. None 
did rise, and I frequently joked him 
on this point.” 

Admiral Dewey said the Spanish gov- 
ernment wanted to surrender the city 
to him after the destruction of the 
fleet, and that he (Dewey) would have 
accepted the formal surrender if he 
had had 5000 troops to garrison the 
city. He told about Aguinaldo’s ar- 
rival, saying that he put him ashore 
and told him to organize his people. 
Aguinaldo came back discouraged, and 
wanted to go to Japan, but the admiral 
told bim to continue his efforts. The 
admiral said he paid no attention to 
Aguinaldo’s first proclamation of in- 
dependence of the Filipinos. Speaking 
of Aguinaldo’s military operations, he 
said he did wonderfully in whipping 
the Spanish. 

NEVER RECOGNIZED “AG.” 
(RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED 

WASHINGTON, June 26.~Admiral 
Dewey said emphatically that he never 
had recognized Aguinaido’s govern- 
ment, nor did he salute Aguinaldo’s 


fag. He never called Aguinaido “‘gen- 
eral, but addressed him as Don 
Emilio. The admiral said he had not 


given the Filipino government the 
slightest recognition; that he had no 
authority to do so, and did not con- 
sider it an organized government. He 
said the Spaniards were fearful of the 
Filipinos entering Manila, and therefore 
surrendered to him in advance. He 
said thére was no need for the loss of 
a man in the capture of the city. No 
gun would have been fired but for the 
desire of the Governor, who said his 
honor demanded that a few shots be 
fred, so I had to fire and kill a few 
people,’ said the . admiral,. but the 
Spaniards did not fire, because he 
(Dewey) had warned them not to do so. 

He believed the Filipinos could have 
taken the city unaided, as the Span- 
lards were greatly demoralized. The 
admiral said he never received a letter 
from Consul Pratt telling him he must 
cohperate with Aguinaldo. He added 
that Pratt wrote a number of foolish 
letters about that time. 

Admiral Dewey said he had written 
to the Navy Department that the Fili- 
pinos were more capable of seif-gov- 
ernment than the Cubans, because he 
Saw that Congress contemplated giv- 
ing independence to Cuba, and he knew 
that the American people had little in- 
formation concerning the Filipinos. 

In explanation of nis statement that 
the city of Manila had surrendered on 
the day of the destruction of the Span- 
ish fleet, Admiral Dewey said that 
during the naval engagement land 
guns had been fired at him by the shore 
batteries and that as soon as the 
Spanish squadron was destroyed be 
Steamed toward the city, sending word 
to the goverament that if another shot 
was fired from the shore he would fire 
on the city. 

“The Governor replied,” the admiral 
ment on, that if I did not fire on the 
city the shore batteries would remain 
silent. The Spanish flag was not taken 
down, but white fags were raised in 
token of surrender, and if I had had 
With me 5000 troops with which to oc- 
cupy the city 1 could have taken it and 
heid it. 1 anchored my ships under 
his guns, 2000 yards away, and lay 
there twénty-four hours. During that 
time the Governor-General sent word 
to me several times that he wanted to 
Surrender to me—to the navy. I could 
not entertain his proposition of a for- 
mal surrender because of the lack of 
troops to take possession of the city.”’ 

The admiral said that when Agui- 
naldo got his forces organized he oc- 
_cupied Cavite, but when he (Dewey) 
learned that American troops were ex- 
pected to arrive soon he asked him to 
retire. He at first demurred, but ulti- 
mately consented. 

After this time on July 15, Aguinaldo 
sent to him from Bacoor his first proc- 
lamation of the independence of the 
Filipinos. That proclamation,” said 
the admiral, was the first intimation 
|i had received of the aspirations of 
| the-Filipino people for an independent 
government. Aguinaldo had never 
told me that the independence of his 
peome was his aim. But when the 
proclamation came I thought nothing 
of it. Indeed, I attached so little im- 
portance to it that I did not cable it 
to Washington, but left its transmis- 
sion to the mails.” 

When Senator Lodge asked the ad- 
miral, “Did you recognize the Filipino 
republic?” he replied: “I did not. 1 
never gave the slightest recognition. 
I had no authority to do so, and, be- 
side, did not consider it an organized 
government. There was a reign of 
terror, and the Filipino forces were 
riding rough-shod over the commu. 
nity, committing many acts of cruelty. 
I sent word to Aguinaldo that he must 
treat his prisoners kindly; and he re. 
plied that he would. 5 

“What would have been the effect of 
permitting the Filipino force to enter 
Maniia when our troops entered?" 

“The Spaniards were very fearful of 


the result of such a course, and there. 
fore they surrendered to me in 4ad- 
vance. That was all arranged and 


there was no need for a loss of a man 
in the capture of the city. It was to 
be done at a signal, and no gun need 
have been fired by us but for the de- 
sire of the Governor-General, who Said 
his honor demanded that a few shots 
should be fired. So I had to fire and 
kill a few people, but the Spaniards did 
not fire because of my warning that it 
would he disastrous to the city for 


15,000 troops and 47 rifled guns.” 
Admiral Dewey added that he was 
pleased to supply the committee with 
this history.

Returning from his departure from 
Hongkong. Admiral Dewey repeated 
that he had ‘eft for Manila without 
Aguinaldo, saying he had left as early 
as he did largely because he want 
to get rid of him, and the other little 
brown men,” many of whom were con- 
stantly coming aboard the flagship. 

“I was very busy,” he said, “getting 
ready for battle, and they were after 
me constantly, taking up my time. 
None of them went with me to Mirs 
Bay; for various reasons. One of them 
failed to do so because he did not have 
his tooth brush with him.” 

The Hongkong Filipinos had not, he 
added, told him of any insurrection in 
the Philippines, and he had consented 
to see them on the same principle that 
a man gives money to a man to get rid 
of him. Indeed, he himself had given 
Aguinaldo the first information the lat- 
ter had received that the Filipinos were 
assembling near Manila, 

When asked in cross-examination if 
he had not repeated his original state- 
ment to the Navy Department that 
the Filipinos were more capable of in- 
dependent government than the 
Cubans, Admiral Dewer replied in the 
affirmative, saying: “I did, and still 
think so.“ 

Senator Carmack called 
Dewey's attention to the fact that he 
had given arms to Agulnaldo, not- 
withstanding the Governor had told 
him that he would surrender the city 
at any time, and asked why he had 
done so, in the face of that under- 
standing. The reply was to the ef- 
fect that he considered it a proper 
military act. “The Filipinos wege our 
friends,” he said, “and they were 
doing our work. I believed that they 
were so delighted to get rid of the 
Spaniards that they would accept us 
with open arms. 


“Even,” he added, “when Aguinaldo | 


was at the height of his power at 
Malolos, Admital Seymour of the Brit- 
ish Navy had told Aguinaldo that he 
should tie to the Americans as they 
were their best friends. The Filipinos 
were then our friends, and were neip- 
ing us. We had no troops to land, aul 
I knew that the more closely the city 
was invested the easier it would be to 
take it when our own troops should 
arrive. Still I think we could have 
gotten on as well without them. It 
vas their own idea. We all know that 
hindsight is better than foresight. 
Looking back I would not have had the 
Filipinos join me, but I thought they 
would be friendly. and I think they 
were very ungrateful! to turn 
against us. ' 

“When I permitted Aguinaldo to go 
ashore I did not ow that the United 
States troops would be sent. I wus a 
long way from home and I was mect- 
ing emergencies as they arose. Whate 
ever I did, I did according to my best 
judgment at the time. Later I said to 
Aguinaldo: 

There is the enemy: vou pursue 
your course and we will pursue ours.’ 
I think that is she wisest thing I ever 
said. They were assisting us, and at 
the same time fighting their own bat- 
tle. IT had in my mind in dealing with 
the Filipinos the assistance that the 
negroes had given the Federal forces 
during the Civil War. We availed our- 
selves of that assistance, and I thought 
I would accept the aid of the Filipinos 
in the same way. The one idea was 
to get rid of the Spanlards. and I be- 
lieve that if, on May 1, before the in- 
eurrection was organized, we had 
there a few American troops, the Fil- 
pinos would have accepted us, and 
that they would have remained loyal.”

»The official bulletins are very vague 
and indefinite, as the doctors do not 
state whether the perityphilitis abscess 
was due to appendicitis, carcuinia or 
perforating ulcer. They infer that it 
was appendicitis, but the clinical 
course for five days preceding the 
operation does not correspond with 
that inference. If it be an appendical 
perityphilitis, opened and drained with 
no attempt at removal of the apvendix, 
his chances of recovery, allowing for 
his age and mode of living, should be 
57 per cent. Even if he has a gangrene 


or a small area of the caecum from a 


periaphendical abscess, his chance of 
recovery should be good, unless the in- 
fection be very virulent. One would 
infer from the mild symptoms the day 
previous to the operation that it was 
not violent.

ONE is THE SYMPATHY AMONG

Another Feature is Apprehension Re- 
specting the Future in View of the 
Youth and Inexperience of the Prince 
of Wal King’s Tact Apparent in 
Coronation Honors.

They Seem to Be Fond of Blood-

SACRAMENTO, June 26.—The South- 
ern Pacific Railway Company js likely 
to have a very serious strike on its 
hands.

The Measure More Than 
Satisfactory.

The East Will not Suffer from 
the Operatien of Its 
_ Provisions.

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Since the 
passage of the Irrigation Bill there 
has been a good deal of speculation 4s 
to whether a new bureau would be 
created to take charge of its adminis- 
tration. It is now definitely known, 


however, that the great national policy 


which the act provides for will be car- 
ried out by the Secretary of the In- 
terior through the Geological Survey as 
at present constituted under the im- 
mediate supervision of Charles D. Wol- 
cott, the director, and F. H. Newell, 


the chief of the Hydrographic Bureau 


of the Survey. The friends of the 
measure are gratified to know that 
this will be done, because it removes 
any danger of the work falling into 
the hands of untried men. The work 
of survey in all its relations to the 
development of the irrigation resources 
of the arid region has been eminently 
satisfactory to the people of the West, 
who are familiar with what has pees 
so far accomplished. 

Mr. Newell has been in charge of the 
work for fourteen years. He entered 
the employ of the Geological Survey 
under Maj. Powell, who may really 
be said to be the father of the national 
irrigation policy, and his great concep- 
tion of the marvelous possibilities of 
the arid regon under a national plan 
for its development seems now about 
to be realized. Mr. Newell has made 
almost a life study f the subject, and 
is probably more familiar than 
any other man in the United 
States with the irrigation re- 
sources of the West and what 
must be done to accomplish the pur- 

oses of the new national irrigation 
aw which has been well designated 
the “New Homestead Law.” His re- 
cent book, “Irrigation in the United 
States,” is a recognized authority on 
this whole subject. 

The fact is fully recognized by those 
who will have the administration of the 
new law and by the western Senators 
and Congressmen who, have worked 
so hard for its enactment that it is the 
part of wisdom to proceed with great 
care and without undue haste in carry- 
ing its provisions into effect. It is be- 
lieved that this view will have the ap- 
proval of the people of the West gen- 
erally, and that there will not be any 
such wild scramble as some have pre- 
dicted, to get reservoirs built right 
away in every western Congress dis- 
trict. The fact is that the western 
people have been fighting for a princi- 
ple rather than for any specific appli- 
cation of it, and now that Congress 
has formally adopted and inaugurated 
the policy for which they have con- 
tended, they are more interested to 
secure a wise and conservative ad- 
ministration of that policy, so as to 
demonstrate its practical benefits, than 
to crowd for the immediate construc- 
tion of works in every local section of 
the West. 

A more conservative plan than this 
irrigation act for the solution of the 
great problem of the reclamation of 


the arid region could not be devised, 


and the opponents of the bill on its 
passage so far overshot the facts in 
their denunciation of it that their hos- 
tility rather reacted in favor of the 
bill in the minds of those who had 
studied its provisions. ; 

For instance, one of the leading 
members who opposed it declared: It 
is the most insolent attempt at larceny 
that I have ever seen embodied in a 
legislative proposition. It provides 
for the giving away of an empire in or- 
der that private property may be made 
valuable. It is a prcgosition to spend 
vast miitons of dollars in order that 
the present owners in the State of 
Wyoming and other States shall have 
their lands reclaimed at public charge.“ 

Nothing could be father from the 
fact than this. The proceeds from 
the sales of public lands in the arid 
and semi-arid States amount to 
about $2,500,000 a year. The irriga- 
proceeds, 
whatever they may be, as a revolvin 
construction fund in the treasury, an 
authorizes the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior to use it for the construction of 
jitrigation works for the reclamation 
of the arid zublic lands. The lands 
reclaimed are reserved exclusiveiy or 
actual setilers cnly, under the home- 
stead law, who must live on the land 
five years before they can get title. 
The total cast of each system of works 
is to be a charge against the lands 
:é€claimed under it. and each settler 
must pay back to the government, in 
ten equal annual installments, his pro- 
portion of the cost of the works. The 
entire investment of the government in 
each system will therefore come back 
to it in ten years’ time, and as it comes 
back, from year to year, it will be 
available for the construction of new 
works. 

It is really astonishing the way this 
fund accumudates. ng it by ten- 
year periods, with the average receipt 
from new land sales of $2,500,000 a year, 
the amount available from this source 
for the first ten years would be 225. 
000,000. In the second ten years this 


same amount would be duplicated, and 


the $25,000,000 invested during the first 
ten years would come back, and be re- 
invested in new works in the second 
ten years, thus making a total invest- 
ment in the second ten’ years of $50,- 
000.000 n the construction of new 
systems. In the third ten years an- 
other $25,000,000 would come in from 
sales, and the whole $75,000,000 in- 
vested in the second ten years would 
come back for reinvestment, making a 


grand total invested in the construc. | 


tion of new works in the thirty ve 
of $150,000,000. This 
would come back to the government 
in the fourth ten-year period, and 
could be reinvested again and again, 
until the whole vast area of trrigable 
arid public land has been reclaimed 
and settled. and at the end the whole 
sum will finaily be returned to the 
government. 

It is, of course, impossible to con- 
struct such irrigation works to re- 
claim the arid public lands without 
including under some of the systems 
lands which have been already taken 
up. and it would be the height of n- 
justice to say to the actual settler 
who went there and built his home 
before the works were planned, that 
he was barred for all time for any 
chance of. getting water for his land 
from the government system. The bil 
Sas been most carefully drawn to 
cover this contingency, The actual 
settler. who lives on his land can, on 


| payment of his share of the cost of the 


works, get water, but for not more than 
160 acres, and the granting of water 
rights to non-resident owners of large 
tracts is carefully safeguarded against 
and forbidden. 

Every feature and provision of the 
bill has been framed with the utmost 
caution and care to carry out the 

licy declared for in President 

oosevelt’s to C „ and 
in the last annual report of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior of making the 
remaining public lands available for 
home-makers and creating opportuni- 
ties for millions of our citizens to be- 
come independent home-owners. 

The administration of the measure 
is in the hands of its friends. There 
is not a shadow of doubt that the 
measure will be so enforced as to 
carry out this central idea, and guard 
against every attempt at speculation 
or land-grabbing. or land or water 
monopoly under it. The Pregident is 
known to have his whole heart in 
this great national home-making plan, 
and he may be depended on not, to 
permit it to miscarry. 

During the debate on the bill much 
was sald by those opposed to it about 
Ahe iniquity of taxing the eastern 
farmer to create competition with him. 
The fact is that not a dollar of taxes 
will be laid on any eastern farmer 
under this law. no competition 
with him will be created. The bulld- 
ing of these great government irriga- 
tion works must necessarily pro- 

so slowly that the new areas 
brought under cultivation wil not 
keep pace with our rapidly-increasing 
population, and the eastern farmer, 
instead of being injured, will be bene- 
fited by the greatly-increased demand 
for the manufactured products of the 
eastern factories, whose operatives 
the eastern farmer feeds. 

This was well expressed dy the 
President in his message to Congress, 
where he sald: 


“The increased demand for manufac- | 


tured articles will stimulate industrial 
while wider home mar- 

ts and the trade of Asia will con- 
sume the larger food supplies and ef- 
fectually prevent western competition 
with eastern agriculture. Indeed, the 
products of Irrigation will be con- 
sumed chiefly in upbullding local cen- 
ters of mining and other industries, 
which would otherwise not come into 
existence at all. Our people, as a 
whole, will profit, for successful home- 
making is but another name for the 
upbuilding of the nation.”

SENTRY KILLED BECK. 


DUE TO MISUNDERSTANDING. 
IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 26.—Nicho- 
las Beck, an employé of the patent 
brick yards at Point San Pedro, was 
fatally shot Wednesday night by Louis 
Harris, a private of Co. F. Twenty- 
fifth United States Infantry, who was 
Stationed as a sentry on Angel Island. 
Beck died of his wound in terrible 
agony at 1 o'clock this morning. 

For some time past the officers at 
Angel Island have believed that whisky 
was being smuggled to the island by 
unknown persons on the mainiand. 
They therefore instructed their sen- 
tries to permit any persons approach- 
ing the island in a smal! boat to land, 
and then to place them under arrest. 

Shortly before 9 o'clock Wednesday 
night Beck and a man named Law- 
rence Rasmussen arrived off Angel 
Island on the scow schooner James 
Burns from Port San Pedro to San 
Francisco, with a load of brick. They 
cast anchor, intending to make a brief 
stop, and prepared their evening meal. 
Finding they were short of wood with 
which to build a fire, the two men took 
the schooner’s skiff and rowed ashore. 
Where driftwood was in plenty. On 
landing Beck stayed in the boat while 
Rasmussen walked along the beach.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 26.—The 
first practical opposition to the alleged 
salt trust has been manifested by a 
consignment of 1500 bags of salt from 
Mexico. 


O'Callaghan, Nelson & Co., the im- 
porting firm, announce that this con. 


others in regular and rapid succes- 
sion, so that enough salt may be se- 
cured from Mexico to supply the local 
market, or at least in the absence of 
sufficient transportation facilities, 
enough to reduce greatly the excessive 
prices fixed by the salt trust, since 
it got its grip on the salt market of 
California. 

“This is the first importation,” said 
Alexander Neison, of the firm of 
O'Callaghan, Nelson & Co., “but it is 
not the last, for we expect to keep on 
importing salt from Mazatlan so long 
as it pays us to do so, and so long 
as the prices are maintained by the 
trust 
“They are now selling salt in this 
market at three og four times as high 
& price as prevailed a year or two 

The price used to be from $6 to 
+ a ton for fish salt, and they are 
now asking from $16 to $17 a ton for 
the same grade. While I cannot give 
you the price of the salt imported by 
us, I may say it is much less than 
local market prices. The quality of 


the imported salt is better than the 
local product. The is half- 
ground salt, which can be used (for 
salting fish and meat, and when fine 
it can de for table 
ealt.”

It 
is the expected that always happens in 
Saint Gingoulph and in every town of 
many sawmilis. The .expected is that 
one of the mill hands will get killed or 
injured in the’ mills. It is always the 
expected and it always happens. 

Often the victim loses only a finger 
or two, or a hand, or both hands, or 
a leg. A little matter like the loss of 
a limb is regarded lightiy. But often 
a grisly fatality occurs, and the chant 
of the great gang saws ls stilled while 
the townspeople, two-thirds of whom 
work in the mills, carry the mangled 
body to the cemetery on the hillside, 
and listen solemnly to the rattle of the 
earth on the coffin lid, wondering 
whom fate has ordained to be the 
next. 

These accidents occur in an inexpli- 
cable manner. The men whose bodies 
get in contact with the whirring saws 
and who live to speak of it afterward 
seldom can explain lucidly how it hap- 
pened. But on one occasion there came 
a man into the brick mill at Saint 
Gingoulph running for his life, and he 
he!d his scrawny left arm deliberately 
against the flashing teeth of a fifty- 
inch circular, spinning free with an in- 
calculable number of revolutions a 
minute. He held it there about one- 
tenth of a second, his left hand dropped 
in the sawdust beneath the saw, and 
he rushed out of the mill and across 
the street to the office of the company 
doctor. And his mind ran on in its 
grooves the same as ever. He was 
the red-headed Michael from Iron 
River. . 

Saint Gingoulph is on Papoos Creek, 
as I have said, and Papoos Creek is 
really Iron River. Five miles above 
the village Iron River shallows and 
contracts its width, and is called 
Papoos Creek or Papoos Rapids. For 
all the way from this point to Saint 
Gingoulph the face of North Ontario 
terraces downward and the slope is 
one foot in four. By reason of this, 
and also on account of the many lumps 
of granite in its bed, Papoos Creek, 
from Iron River to Saint Gingoulph, is 
a successio nof vicious fuming rap‘ds, 
and at the end of each stretch of lacer- 
ated water is a leaping cascade. 

Now, in North Ontario, there are 
many canoe men, whose skill in the 
dificuit art of running a canoe down 
wild rapids is marvelous, and many of 
these men, eager to obtain new laure!s.

in Baltimore which I felt wou!d please 
and satisfy my customer, and which 
I ordered sent to me by express.

STHMIAN CANAL ASSURED. 

The action of the House in accept- 
ing the Spooner bill, as it passed the 
Senate, assures the construction of an 
isthmian canal by the United States 
government. This is a consummation 
to be devoutly thankful for. It is a 
matter for general congratulation that 


at last this great undertaking has 


assumed definite, tangible shape. For 
more thap fifty years. the question of 
building a waterway to connect the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans has been 
under discussion in one form or an- 
other. Obstacle after obstacle has 


arisen, until it has seemed to some 


that the work of actual construction 
would never be begun. Now that Con- 
gress has finally passed the enabling 
legislation, there is apparently no rea- 
son to doubt that work will soon be- 
gin, and that the great waterway will 
be completed in due course of time. 

The action of Congress is not ex- 
actly what the more earnest advocates 
of the Nicaragua Canal desired. Un- 
der the law, as passed, the President 
is required to secure the Panama Canal 
Company's property, at the offered 
price of $40,000,000, provided he is 
able to satisfy himself that the com- 
pany can furnish a valid title. Hav- 
ing acquired the property he is to 
proceed with all practicable dispatch 
to complete the waterway dy that 
route. But if the President shall be- 
come satisfied that the company is 
unable to furnish a perfect title to 


the property and concessions, he is |

CODE COMMISSION BUNGLE. 

After all the attempts of Gov. 
Gage and his apologists to explain 
away the bungling work of the Code 
Commissioners appointed by His Ex- 
cellency, the fact remains that the 
efforts of those commissioners to re- 
vise the code of civil procedure cost 
the State a large amount of .money, 
which was practically a dead loss to 
the people. It is generally conceded 
that there is a pressing need for re- 
codification of our laws, penal as well 
as civil. But the work of Gov. Gage's 
code commissioners left ‘confusion 
worse confounded.” It would have 
been better if the commissioners, after 
having been appointed, had confined 
their operations entirely to the 


| drawing of their salaries, without any 


attempt at revision or amendment of 
the codes. 

It has been urged, with a view to 
relieve Gov. Gage in degree from 
the odium attaching to the abortive 
and expensive work of his code com- 
missioners, that the State Legislature 
is equally blameworthy, since it 
passed the bill prepared by the code 
commissioners, entitled An Act to Re- 
vise the Code of Civil Procedure of 
the State of California, by amending 
certain sections, repealing others, and 
adding certain new sections.“ This is 
the act which the Supreme Court de- 
clared to be in violation of express 
provisions of the State Constitution, 
and therefore null and void. It is not 
to be denied that the Legislature 
should bear its just measure of cen- 
sure for passing this bil) without a 
more careful scrutiny. There were, 
in both Senate and House, a number 
of capable lawyers who should. have 
been able, without difficulty, to recog- 
nize the unconstitutionality of the 
measure, since it violated two simple 
and well-known provisions of the 
Constitution. 

That the code commissioners’ bill 


| went through the Legislature without 


adequate scrutiny is a _ self-evident 
proposition. But this fact, instead of 
relieving Gov. Gage's responsibility 
in the premises, makes his responsi- 
bility even greater. Mr. Gage is sup- 
posed to be a lawyer of some ability, 
and if he had.given the matter such 
attention as its importance deserved, 
and as his own sense of duty should 
have prompted him to give it, ne 
might easily have seen that the 
measure was unconstitutional. That 
he failed in this respect argues either 
neglect of duty or incompetency. He 
is welcome to take either horn of the 
dilemma which he prefers. 

The people have a right to expect 
that the Governor will interpose the 
protection of his veto power between 
them and imperfect or ill-advised 
legislation. Yet Gov. Gage approved 
the code commissioners’ act on March 
8, 1901; which act was knocked out 


reached Supreme Court of the 
State. An pt to place the re- 
sponsibility for this bungle wholly 
upon the Legislature will fail utterly. 
Since Gov. Gage had the power to 
veto the act, and failed to exercise 
that power, he cannot escape censure 
for so palpable a neglect of official 


Auty. 
The attempt to revise the 
code cost the payers of the State 


upward of $200,000, or about double 
the amount appropriated to enable 
His Bacteriological Excellency to in- 
vestigate” the bubonic plague in San 
Francisco. The money seems to have 
been about as judiciously expended in 
the one case as in the other, since in 
neither case did the people receive 


any equivalent for the amount ex- 


pended. Each member of the Code 
Commission received the modest re- 
muneration of $4000 per year, with 
$2400 per year additional for a secre- 
tary and $1200 per year for a stenog- 
rapher. This is where some of the 
money went in the Code Commission 
bungle. Where jit went in the matter 
of the bubonic plague “investigation” 
is quite another matter—and not, per- 
haps, so easily determined. 

As will readily be recalled, the Su- 
preme Court’s decision declaring the 


Invalidity of the code revision was 


based on the fact that the act violated 
that part of Section 24, Article IV, of 
the State Constitution which declares 
that “no law shall be revised or 
amended by reference to its title, but 
in such case the act revised or sec- 
tion amended shall be reénacted and 
published at length as revised or 
amended.” The opinion of the court 
was unanimous, to the effect that the 
act as passed by the Legislature and 
approved by the Governor failed to 
conform to this simple and easily un- 
2 provision of the fundamental 

Ww. 

Another reason for the invalidity of 
the act to revise the code of civil 
procedure was found in the fact that 
it violated that part of Section 24, 
Article IV, of the Constitution 
which provides. that “Every act 
shall embrace but one subject, which 
shall be expressed in its title.“ This 
is also a plain and simple provision. 
It is obvicus, as the Supreme Court 
held in declaring the act invalid, that 
“civil procedure is not a single sub- 
ject, but many subjects, incapable of 
a single definition.” That a measure 
so palpably in violation of simple and 
well-known provisions of the organic 
law, should have been drawn up by 
lawyers supposed to be competent, 
should have passed a Legislature con- 
taining a number of lawyers in each 
house, and should have been approved 
by a Governor who considers himself 
a very able lawyer, passes compre- 
hension. Gov. Gage has not, thus far, 
been able to bring forward any ex- 


planations of this matter that really 


explain. 


EALTH GOING TO WASTE. 


‘The passage of the National 
Irrigation Bill is likely to arouse a 
widespread interest in the subject of 
irrigation throughout the United 
States. In this connection, it should 
be remembered that the irrigation of 
arid lands need not necessarily, by 
any means, be confined to sections 
where large and expensive storage 
reservoirs are built to confine the sur- 
plus waters that fall during the rainy 
season. There are extensive sections, 
in the Southwest and elsewhere, where 
nature has stored vast quantities of 
water underground, within a short 
distance of the surface, which may 
easily be raised by wind power or by 
inexpensive pumping machinery. in 
Southern California this is being suc- 
cessfully done on a large scale, at In- 
dio on the Colorado Desert, in the 
Perris Valley and elsewhere. Writing 
on this subject. in the National 
Homemaker, George H. Maxwell says: 

“It would seem as though nature 
had planned that the waters which 
she has hoarded beneath the surface 
should never be monopolized, for it 
is ugually impracticable to utilize them 
for the cultivation with irrigation of 
large tracts with hired labor. But the 
surest, safest, cheapest, and most un- 
failing source of water supply for 
countless rural homes, where nose 
who own land in small tracts may till 
it with their own labor and produce 
from it with water an almost limiit- 
less diversity of products, is the supply 
which is under the land they till. No 
vast storage reservoirs, no custly 
canals or engineering works are nec- 
essary to bring this supply from be- 
neath the earth up to him who would 
use it. It is a mine of wealth which 
lies under his hearthstone, and to 
which he can sink his own prospect 
shaft. He needs only a well, a pump, 
and a wind-mill, run by nature's motor 
power, to utilize this water supply— 
to unite it with the soil, and reap 
the harvest from the increased fertility 
it will create. . 

“The homeseeker of today will find 
millions of acres of cheap lands from 
which to choose, where this under- 
ground supply is near the surface and 
inexhaustible, and where, by his own 
labor, he can make his own water sys- 
tem, of which he can have absolute 
control, and be a water monopoly of 
one—himself—utilizing, independently 
of all others, the powers and gifts of 
nature,” 

There is a grand opening for the in- 
vestment of capital in assisting set- 
ters to develop water in this manner. 
We are like hungry men walking over 
a cellar that is stored with food.

The wind at this 
time was blowing a gale and it was 
decided to postpone the freshman race 
and also to postpone the Varsity race.

FRESHMEN’'S GREAT RACE. 

In the Freshman race, the Yale eight 
got away at 34 strokes, Harvard at 38. 
The Yale boys got the better of the 
start. and held it. Yale finished the 
first half-mile in Im. 55s. Harvard in 
Im. 57s. Yale easel ber strok to 30, and 
Harvard made hera 32. The New 
Haven Freshmen finished the mile in 
4m. 49s., just one length ahead of their 
Harvard cousins, who finished in 
4m. 52s. Harvard still held her stroke 
at 22 and Yale at 0.

Large Excursion to the 
Pret ty Place. — 


Fine Boulevard Viewed 
by Hundreds. 


— — 


Hosts and Citizens Thanked 
by the Mayor for 
Hospitality. 


Beautiful Hollywood and its environs 
was visited yesterday by an en- 
thusiastic crowd of over 500 persons 
frome Los Angeles, Pasadena and 
near-by cities. It was a holiday in 
the thriving suburb, and nearly al 
its citizens turned out to greet and 


entertain the guests of the occasion. 
More than half the crowd was taken 
te Hollywood in five special cars fur 
nished by the Los Angeles-Pacific Rail- 
way Company.

All 
the details of the plan were explained 
to the excursionists, and a very gen- 
era] sentiment was evinced in favor of 
immediate legislation fur the boulevard. 

On arriving at Hollywood the party 
left the cars and found enjoyment on 
the spacious grounds of Mr. Whitley. 
His large house was thrown open to 
the visitors, and beneath the porte- 
cochere several kinds of delicious punch 
were served. 

Parties in tallyhos and automobiles 
spent the next hour in riding about 
Hollywood and viewing the improve- 
ments: now in progress. Five miles of 
fine roadway surfaced with decomposed 
granite have teen built, and over eight 
thousand feet of granite curb laid. 
Twelve fine houses are now in course 
of ‘construction, including the Hotel 
Hollywood, of fifty rooms. 

Prospect boulevard is now the main 
thoroughfare. It is a beautiful, wide 
street, well . * and affording 
splendid vistas of thé mountains and 
foothills. It is a sample of the work 
which has already been accom lished 
in building good roads. The active co- 
operation of Messrs. ( ‘ark and Sher- 
man of the railway company has in 
great measure aided Mr. Whitley and 
the other progressive citizens of 
‘wood in building the splendid read- 
ways, Yesterday the Mayor and Coun:

At 8 o’clock the ceremonies com- 
menced with orchestra] music, followed 
by two orations. W. W. Ralphs ex- 
plained the necessity for an isthmian 
canal, and set forth the advantages of 
both routes. J. T. Saunders spoke about 
“The Pacific Coast and the Orient.” He 
dwelt on the glorious future that is to 
open for those who live here.’ 

James A. Foshay, City Superintend- 
ent of Schools, spoke of “Public Edu- 
cation as a Factor in Our Nation’s Wel- 
fare.” He said, in part: “Every Amer- 
ican has a place in the world to fill, 
and it depends largely on himself what 
that place shall be. The best schoo} is 
the school of experience. A commercial 
high school with its eourse in modern 
languages, composition, typewriting 
and oral work, and with discussion of 
all public questions, equips its pupils 
for an engagement in business life. It 
is an American institution, fifty years 
old. At first the equipment was mea- 
ger, but the demand has increased un- 
til now the country has 2000 schools, 
with 175,060 students. The demand for 
graduates of a commercial high school 
will increase. The commercial high 
school should Cease to be a club factory 
and should become a training school 
for business men. Its present stand- 
ard is too low. Preparations for busi-< 
n life should be as thorough as 
préparation for professional life. The 
demands for a commercial college have 
been recognized by Chicago, Berkeley, 
Wisconsin and Columbia colleges.’ 
Prof. Foshay concluded his talk with 
advice to young men and women. 

J. H. Francis, principal of the Com- 

mercial High School, presented the 
class to the Board of Education. He 
said he thought its members would 
find places for work in Los Angeles. He 
explained the work of the school, say- 
ing that the first two years were de- 
voted to prartical work, typewritin 
composition, te., so that if the p 
could not continue he would be well 
grounded. The last year's work is con- 
eerned with thorough scientific prep- 
aration. W. J. Washburn, president. 
of the Board of Education, presented 
the diplomas, and the Senior B girls 
distributed the flowers that were 
brought by the friends of the gradu- 
ates.

STATE MINING BUREAU ISSUES 


MINES AND 


OPPER RESOURCES 
OF’ CALIFORNIA. 


a IMPORTANT BULLETIN. 
Fourth State in List of Producers— 
Lower California’s New Placer Fields 


Attracting Local Capital—To Open 
San Marcial Coal Deposits. 


“The Copper Resources of Califor- 
nia” is the title of a bulletin just is- 
sued by the State Mining Bureau, and. 
with its publication is launched the 
first of a series of bulletins on the 
special features of the mining indus- 
try of this State. 

Field research for the work just 
issued was begun in July, last year, 
and much valuable data on the great 
and as yet slightly-realized. extent of 
our copper resources have been gath- 
ered. A careful study of the bulle- 
tin, consisting of almost 300 pages, 
with valuable maps and illustrations, 
tends to convince observers that this 
State is destined ultimately to become 
the greatest copper producer in the 
world. Already the red metal is sec- 
ond in importance in the State's 
mineral production, and is growing. 
With an output of 34,931,985 pounds, 
valued at $5,501,782, in 1901, California 


ranged fourth in the list of State 
5 ucers in the Union. While Michl 
gan, Montana and Arizona very 


greatly. exceed its output, the figures 
of the world’s production show Call 
fornia to be one of the important 
sources of copper supply. 

California's copper deposits have a 
remarkable wide distribution, being 
scattered over the length and breadth 
of the State, and occurring practically 
in every one of its fifty-seven coun- 
ties. Speaking in a general way, there 
are two belts of the red metal. h 
of these has what appear to be of- 
shoots. For convenience, the de- 
poate are grquped in four logical 

ivisions: Shasta county, the Coast 
Range, the Sierra Nevada, and the 
general arid region of the southeast- 
ern end of the State. Shasta county 
is the most important. There is a series 
of deposits forming a curved delt 
nearly thirty miles lone and some of 
the mines there show remarkable 
richness. A second in importance ig 
the belt of the western slope of the 
Sierras, which, in its territorial mag- 
nitude, is not rivaled in the world. 
It is an almost continuous series of 
deposits, streteHing north and south 
for about 400 miles, while the 
Coast Range displays copper through- 
out its length of 500 miles. Thus it 
would appear that the copper-bearing 
area of the State is practically 1500 
miles in length, and of undetermined 
width. Most of this is practically 


virgin territory, and, although the 2 
can be trace for miles, ‘but 
— development has been 
one. 

Although the copper industry is old 
in California, it is only during the 
ast seven years that exploration has 

n carried on anywhere along the 
lines of intelligent development. Many 
thousand tons of rich. copver ores 
were shipped for reduction from San 
Francisco to the Atlantic Coast and 
Europe, between 1861 and 1868. but 
thereafter for many years the indus- 
try remained at low ebb. In 1896 came 
the discovery of the possibilities of the 
large copper belt in Shasta county, the 
result of the opening.and successful 
operation of the mines of the Montana 
Copper Company in Iron Mountain. 
This was followed by other finds in 
1891, and since then copper has been 
making rapid strides. 

LOWBR CALIFORNIA PLACER. 

Important developments are ex- 
pected soon in the enterprise being 
gotten under way to develop some of 
the newly-discovered placer grounds 
north of Soledad, on the west coast of, 
Lower California. These piacers are, 
located in a very dry section of the, 
country, where water, even for drink- 
ing purposes, has to be transported a 
long distance. 

A local company, under the direc- 
tion of John V. Foléy, is preparing to 
open up a tract of placer ground. Forty 
acres have been secured, and it is an- 
ticipated that before long active de- 
velopment will be under way. 

A proposition is considered to utilize 
sea water for sluicing purposes. I 
is proposed to construct a canal alo 
a dry river bed, some distance back 
from the coast to low lands.

ASPHALTUM NOT TO BE A FACTOR 
IN NEW PLANT. 


Workers in Oil of Kern County 
Black Eye for*Coahila—New Prospect 
in New Mexico—Wild-catting South 


of Sunset. 


“The Standard Oil Company will 
probably not take a hand in the man- 
ufacturing of asphaltum,” said a local 
oll man yesterday, who had just re- 
turned from the north. “From what I 
learn the company proposes to manu- 
facture illuminating oil, and will not 
go extensively into the business of 
turning out asphaitum. 

Its Richmond refi is taking 
shape, and will have in place eight 
1000-barrel and ten 350 barrel stills. It 
is the intention to use the first to sepa- 
rate the distillate from the base, and 
the smaller stills will be used to handle 
the distillate only. This will be re- 
duced to its component parts, illumi- 
nating oils and light lubricating oils. 

“While speaking with one of the offi- 
clals of the Standard it was intimated 
that the asphaltum residue would be 
converted into coke, and that the man- 
facturing of briquettes might also bea 
branch of the industry.” 
REFINERIES TO SOLVE QUESTION, 

The solution of the oil question so far 
as Kern county amd Bakersfield are 
concerned lies in the establishment of 
refineries with which to use up the 
surplus product, says the Californian. 
In addition to asphaltum being the best 
material yet discovered for the mak- 
ing of pavements, its uses are varied 
and are rapidly extending. 

There are several comparatively 
small enterprises for the manufactur- 
ing of asphaltum now under way in 
Kern county, and all report that the 
outlook is encouraging. Of these the 
Union company of this city has the 
largest plant. Fires will be started 
under its stills this week. The Pacific 
plant near Bakersfield is already in 
operation, and the Navajo at Sunset is 
about ready to begin. Although the 
plant is small, only capable of handling 
165 barrels a day, there is one feature 
that commends the Navajo, and that 
is the extremely low grade of oil ob- 
tained in South Sunset—11 deg. grav- 
ity. It contains 38 per om. of asphal- 
. Producers’ Refining Company is 
making good progress with the prelim- 
inaries, and it is altogether probable 
that within a few months there will 
be an establishment erected by this 
concern on Maricopa ground. The 
company is being financed in the East.

A Landscape Tragedy. 

Over in the hills toward Verdugo a 
large bunch of native trees stand 
blackened and withered, a dead monu- 
ment to the carelessness of some small 
boy, who burnt matches, perhaps. At 
any rate, the trees stand in the cen- 
ter of a charred grass plot, and the 
cause of the destruction is plainly in 
evidence. While we are looking with 


jealous care to the larger mountains, 
the beauty of the little hills should’ 


not be forgotten, with their clumps 
of green trees and swards of spring 
flowers and grasses. Why should any 
one seek out such a lovely mark for 
the fire fiend? As I stood viewing the 
wreck, it was like finding a dead 
‘gongster or harmless little animal 
away out from man's usual paths. 
These native trees are as harmicss 
and nothing can bring back the life 
o ruthlessly consumed for the mere 
love of burning something. 


Here at Last. 

In a prominent fruit-growing locality 
in this county, a colony of peach-tree 
aphis has succeeded in establishing it- 
self—the first in the couritry, as far 
as I can discover. The affected peach 
trees are covered with multitudes of 
these little pests, the leaves of the 
trees are falling, and the affected 
plants will probably die. This being 
the only case known, the authorities 
may be expected to deal with it 
promptly and effectively. The trees 
were planted this spring from an Ore- 
gon mursery, and escaped detection 
though the roots of the plants were 
washed before inspection. The or- 
chardist will lose his chances of an 
orchard this year, all because of the 
impossibility of detecting this kind of 
infection. It calls for most stringent 
measures. No one wil) question a 
stricter quarantine, who seen these 
affected trees. 


New Parasites. 

Two new varieties of parasitic insects 
are being established in Los Angeles 
county. The most promising is an 
African fly, received some weeks ago 
by Alexander Craw, and already in- 
creased to such numbers as to justify 
distribution under certain conditions. 
Several colonies have been liberated in 
an eighty-acre olive orchard near How- 
ard Summit, where they will be un- 
molested by insecticides: Should this 
black African fly increase under free- 
dom as it has in the cases of the State 
entomologist, and prove effective, col- 
onies may soon be had for the asking. 

The other importation from South 
‘Africa is a small moth, a number of 
which are now in the breeding jars at 
the office of the Horticultural Commis- 
sion. We find the moths have laid a 
f number of eggs while in transit, 
and it would seem from this that it 
may be found in quantities soon. If 
any of these insects out, they 
Will be carefully guarded and liberated 
> upon the olive orchard, which has been 
set aside for experimenta! purposes by 
the owner. Mr. Hughes. 


Small Farms Increasing. - 

The reported sale of a portion of 
Raldwin’s ranch, on which the pur-

In the vicinity of Los Angeles the 
good work is going on at a more rapid 
rate, but that is chargeable to the 
growth of the city. A forty-acre tract 
here, a hundred-acre holding there, 
and in one case a very much larger 
area, have already been subdivided for 
subirban homes, amounting in the ag¢- 
gregate to thousands of acres. ut it 
is from a purely commercial basis that 
the most encouragement comes. for it 
means additional prosperity to dozens 
of communities which cannot daw 

the metropolis their inspirafion 
to extend improvements. When the 
suburban and entirely rural trans 
portation lines now materializing are 
completed the disintegration of the 
larger ranches will be greatly acccler- 
ated.

Forest Rangers. 


Owing to the activities of the Cham- 


ber of Commerce, the San Gabriel 
forest reservation is promised an in- 
crease of the patrol servicq Messrs. 
Allen and Thomas have usec their best 
efforts to secure an extension of the 
pervice, and state that more rangers 
may be placed on the reservation. The 
first mountain fire of the season oc- 
curred a few days ago, and has em- 
phasized the need of an immediate in- 
crease in the force. The securing of 
sufficient patrol! has been an uphill 
business since the supervision was 
established, but a gradual gain has 
been made, and we may finally have a 
satisfactory service. The corps of 
winter patrolmen should be increased, 
and the mea kept at work trail making 
through the rainy season, as these fires 
eften get entirely beyond contro! while 
the men ard laboring over the untrod- 
den mountains, seeking some way to 


get to the conflagration. Some ad- 


vantage has been gained this summer 


by the building of a telephone line 
far up into the region, so often the 


scene of destructive fires. Irrigating 


companies, boards of trade and other 
organizations should not cease their ef- 
forts till a complete telephone system 
is established in these reservations, a 
force of workers secured, and an ade- 


quate number of guardians secured for 


protection during the season of these 
destructive fires. Should the artesian 
wells and pumping plants fail gen- 
erally, the corservation of the surface 
streams will be of the greatest im- 
portance to Southern California, and 
there is at present no way to secure 


this save by the preservation of the for- 
ests and the removal of the burnt dis- 


triets. 

Remove the “Ads.” 4 

I suggested some weeks ago that 
the new road commission would gain 
the applause of the South by the re- 
moval of the advertising tins, the bul- 
letin boards and all other announce- 
ments whose authors are so careless of 
the health of the roadside trees as to 
drive festering spikes and nails into the 
tender tissues of the roadside trees. 
Perhaps the commission may not like 
to be reminded of an evil over which 
they may have no jurisdiction, but they 
are sensible men, and would willingly 


de the instruments of a reform of this 


character. May they be persuaded to 
try to remedy this outrage. Is there no 
ordinance that the commission could 
employ to compass this improvement? 
Perhaps the Supervisors would enact 
one if authority is not already at hand. 


‘Let us hope through some channel the 


unsightly, Geadening ad signs may be 
removed from the trunks of our road- 
side trees. 

Prepare for Jack Frost. | 

Reference has been made in this de- 
partment to the immunity from frost 
of well-matured citrus growth. It is 
time to begin work to the- end of hav- 
ing the orange and lemon trees enter 
the winter season bearing nothing but 
well-matured foliage. For several 
years the younger orchards and many 
of the older have been growing :ankly 
up to the very hour of destructive 
frosts. This condition is neither re- 
sistant of cold nor favorable to the 
proper development of the fruit. In 
fact, I believe the poor keeping qval- 
ities of citrus fruits experienced of 
late years are in some way connected 
with the wood-forcing process follow- 
ing late fall irrigation, stimulated also 
by heavy fertilization and continual 
cultivation. It scarcely seems possibie 
for a tree to bear renk-growing 
branches and properly maturing fruit 
at the same time. The reaction of 
the chilled if not frozen sap in the 
tender growth cannot but be harmful 
to the maturing cells of the fruit. This 
is not theoretical. It is the result of 
experience. If the farmers ‘ clieve that 
the best frost protection lies in well- 
matured wood growth it is time to 
begin the work that will condition the 
trees for the winter ordeal. Noticed 
this spring, didn't you, what beauti- 
ful crops of fruit came fcom the, old, 
semi-dormant woodgrowth of the trees 
located in the most exposed localities? 
There is a point whre frost will catch 
everything exposed, but it is many de- 
grees colder than the trees will enaure, 
whose owners have forced them to in- 
crease their stature at the expense of 
their resistance to cold. Better move 
your trees along slower if by so do- 
ing you can carry them through a rea- 
sonable frost intact with all their fruit 
without the aid of the somewhat cis- 
appointing firing-pot or smudge. I 
have seen nurseries ruined alongside of 
orchards which have turned out heavy 
crops of perfect fruit since last Janu- 
ary. Is this conclusive? 

j 
An Innovation. 

The commission in charge of the se- 
lection of a new home for the Agua 
Caliente Indians has returned from a 
visit far a-field with this remnant of 
the Mission aboriginies. This commis- 
sion actually tramped over thousands 
of acres afoot, delved into soils, meas- 
ured streams of water with wiers, 
asked questions as to advantages and 
gave prospectors of sales to the gov- 
ernment at fabalous figures to under- 
stand that the interests of the Indians 
was paramount to stuffed values or 
cinch deals. I traveled all over a large 
portion of these lands with an Indian 
agent, whom Mr. Lummis says is con- 
scientiously doing his duty by the 
wards in charge. I witnessed many 
hours of court scenes, such as were 80 
truthfully described by a correspond- 
ent of The Times accompanying the 
present commission. One of these 
courts was called jointly from two In- 
dian villages to divide the use of a 
tract of land between them which 
a settler had appropria€ed and finally 
forced the government to buy. The 


‘tract consisted of a half dozen acres 


or so of level land and barren moun- 
tain sides. The government had re- 
moved the troublesome white man from 
the scene to the tune of $2500. Had 
the agent been backed by such a com- 
mission as that of Mr. Lummis, the 
alleged settier would have been re- 
lieved of his paltry holding for what 
it was worth. In this case, the coun- 
cil for division respected the rights of 
each village, and of the administra- 
tion. It is time these long-suffering, 
helpless people were given business- 
like consideration. The commission 
has made an innovation that may be 
resented by that class of Indian agents 
and subordinates whose mission is bas- 
ket-dealing, relict-selling and indiffer- 
ent service, but the people have set 
the mark of approval upon the new 
method, and rejeice that this little band 
of Indians have not been driven out 
to seek a site for starvation, but that 
they are to have a portion of “the 
land where they shall have a white 
man's chance. 

No Roadside Trees. 

If ever there were a time in the tide 
of Southern California affairs in which 
the public should be aroused to con- 


certed action, it is now, and upon the 


subject of roadside trees. Within the 
last six months, sincere efforts have 
been made to stir up public sentiment 
toward the betterment of our shade 
trees. It was but partially successful 
and failed through the inertia of those 
who were and are in favor of dving 


something to improve the roadside 
shade. The forces now at work toward 


the depletion of the shady sentinels 
of the wayside, are, briefly, the ax of 
the electric companies; the greed for 
the wood contained in the avenue 
trees; the desire to prevent loss to or- 
chards aligned by these trees; the 
attacks of scale insects; dry weather, 
depletion of soil, sparse cultivation, 
change of street grades, old age in a 
few cases, wounding of trees by ad- 
vertisers, mutilation by stock and de- 
struction by wind. 

For the purpose of continuing the 


‘helpful agitation, which I believe will 


finaliy lead to scientific and practical 
policies upon the treatment of road- 
side trees, I would suggest that in all 
future electric-franchises provision be 


-made for the stringing of wires over 


the center of streets and roads and 
stringent ordinances against pollard- 
ing trees to save the expense of insula- 
on; the refusal of permission to cut 
trees for wood without having each 
request for the same submitted for 
earéful consideration, in which the pub- 
lic may have a chance to be heard; 
provision for trenching between the 
property line and the tree line and the 
cutting of invading roots; the elimina- 
tion of all trees known to be breeders 
of destructive insects—in this case the 
scale eliminates them for all purposes 
of beauty and utility; provision for the 
irrigation and cultivation of the street 
trees, resetting to grade where es- 
tablished, renewal of entire avenues 
where a large majority of the trees 
are decrepit, dying or dead. The dam- 
age from wind would lessen were the 
trees given more vigorous rooting, 
trained for shade and made healthy 
and strong. 

Unfortunately for rural California, 
the land (owned in small tracts, the 
owners grudgingly tolerating shade 
trees upon their premises and en- 
croachment of sapping roots from the 
public shade. Were the farms in 
larger holdings, a crusade for a broad 
belt. between the tree alignment and 
the property line might be mooted, 
leaving the street of the usual width 
for the plow and grader. Shade trees 
are grateful to the traveler, but he 
would appreciate the dense shadow of 
a tree thrown across the highway from 
the other side of the property line 
much more than the measly penumbra 
from the lattice of reeking green ſ that 
often casts a shadow not much dim- 
mer than sunlight. There is food for 
thought as abundant as forage for 
scale along our avenues, and prema- 
ture death is menacing many trees we 
were once proud of. 

A Dangerous Plea. 

I have just had the pleasure of look- 

‘Ing over a batch of newspaper clippings 


taken from a morning paper ten years 


ago. In more than one of these ex- 
tracts accounts are given of the ap- 
pearance of two very prominent citi- 
zens of Los Angeles, who were heard 
by the Board of Supervisors tb testify 
that the horticultural commissioner 
was not a fit person to have charge 
of the steel-blue ladybird, the Orcus 
chalybeus. The board finally yielded 
to these silly representations, and ap- 
pointed a guardian to take charge of 
her Australian highness, with _ strict 
injunctions to allow no one to enter 
the orchard where the ladybird had 
been liberated, without written per. 
mission. So warm did this tempest 
in a teapot become that the morning 
paper finally published a seven-col- 
umn symposium, with big poster-head- 
ing, under the title, “Horticultural- 
Entomological News, in which the 
State board, several scientists and the 
two local gentiemen were indi- 
cated” to the last turn: and the local 
horticultural office pulverized. 

It is queer reading now, this relict 
of provincial doubt, jealousy and 
meddiesome activity. But the point 
most interesting is the cock-sure state- 
ments of the local gentlemen, an in- 
spector and a reporter; that the Orcus 
chalybeus was taking the red scale 
collectively in one claw, and the black 
scale in the other, and mopping it 
from the fact of the infected orchards. 
People who didn't know a ladybird 
from a click-beetle, testified to finding 
millions of Orcus chalybeus, and an 
utter dearth of black and red scale 
‘wherever the invading horde of im- 
ported ladybugs were feeding. Is 
there any one who now believes there 
was justification for the roseate views 
of the local “protectors” of the “prom. 
Ising“ parasite? Never in the history 
of citrus-fruit culture were the black 
scale more rampant, or the red scale 
more persistent. 

The pertinence of this brief review 
of things that were supposed to be 
lies in the fact that some honest and 
efficient men are now advocating the 
colonization of Rhizobius and the lace. 
winged fly upon our shade trees, and 
allowing it to go at that, without im- 
mediate efforts to rid the pepper and 
other trees of scale pests, through 
remedies acknowledged by all a ori- 
ties as the only dependence for in- 
fection. Experience has not t t 
many of our people the futility of 
waiting for the extermination of black 
scale by parasites. I would like to 
take a few of these optimistic bug. 
fanciers upon a tour of investigation 
just now, that they might see the er- 
ror of their criticism of the horticul- 
‘tural authorities for not favoring the 
Policy of procrastination—that they 
might see their ‘policy would be but 
a repetition of the experience of ten 
years ago. The best policy is to fight 
the pest by every known means. When 
the parasite really comes it will not 
be ten years in demonstrating its abll- 
ity to do nothing. 


No Fog-fruit. 


In boom days, every real ertate sign 
bore the legend, “No frost, no fog.” 
I have scraped the fog away from these 
signs before they were readable. If 
fogs ever came to this blessed land, 1 


would advocate the planting of the new 
‘fog plant, now growing successfully at 
the Arizona Experiment Station. It 16 
the Lippla nodiflora. Recent experi. 
ments have shown that it can maintain 


a continuous layer of green with a 
less amount of water than any other 
desirable plant. It is not a forage 
plant, but is desirable te. cover and 
protect waste places. As a hider of 
sand dunes, the fog fruit ranks first. 
The Arizona Experiment Station uin 
send this plant to those who ~'sh t em, 
for their last bulletin says so. 1 
brought a big batch of trouble to the 


manager of this station a few months 


ago by publishing an extract from the 
New York Tribune, stating that the 
manager had a large lot of date palm 
cuttings for general distribution, jus 
imported from Africa. : 
The fog fruit es attracting a great 
deal of attention in Arizona. Who 
knows about this strange plart?

THE ORCHARD. 
Canning Fruit Scarce. 


ion that, in spite of our large crops of 
apricots and peaches, canning fruit of 
those varieties will be relatively scarce. 
There is no doubt that canners are 
carrying over a large stock, and that 
they will be exceedingly rigid this year 
in enforcing their contracts specifying 
size, and in weighing back fruit which 
falls below it. No fruit-grower can 
complain of this or of rejection for 
greenness or overripeness or blemishes 
when delivered. The grower is bound 
to deliver what he sells, and many seek 
not to do it. What a grower has the 
right to insist upon is that he shall be 
paid full price for fruit delivered ac- 
cording to contract, and that if it 
spoils afterward the canner shal! stand 
the loss. There is just complaint against 
many canners for letting fruit. stand 
until it softens and then weighing It 
back. If growers would only coéperate 
properly—which they won't—they 
would unite in appointing an inspector 
to act for them, and definitely settle the 
quality of fruit as each load is deliv- 
ered. Meantime every effort should be 
made to properly thin the fruit so that 
it will run to full size.—[Chronicle. 


SUGAR BEETS. 
Beets and Factory. | 


July 15—thrée weeks from next 
Tuesday—is now fixed as the time for 
opening the sugar campaign, and oper- 
atives have been notified to hold them- 
selves in readiness to report for duty 
on that day. 

The labor lists have been completely 
filled, and some applicants have been 
referred to the Cxnard factory. 

About fifty men are now employed 
in the factory, and nfore are being put 
on nearly every day. The work so far 
is principally that of putting the — 
chinery together and adjusting the 
parts in as perfect condition as possi- 
ble in anticipation of the long, hard 
campaign ahead. This has been done 
in a particularly satisfactory manner, 
since the small force employed on it 
has given the superintendent and heads 
of the mechanical departments an op- 
portunity to closely scrutinize the work 
done. Then the work has been done 
deliberately, and with none of that 
rush that would tend to slight details. 
Superintendent Hamilton says he con- 
siders the machinery in better condi- 
tion to stand the strain of a long cam- 
paign than it has ever been before. 

Among the new machinery put in is 
an air com r with an increase in 
efficiency of 50 per cent. over the old 
one in use. 

A new automatic sugar scale has also 
been Put in. This device automatically 
closes the sugar spout when an even 
100 pounds have run into a sack. This 
will make the weight of every sackful 
perfectly accurate and relieves the 
sugar weigher of the duty of adjusting 
the weight of every sack. 

A carload of jute has been received 
for the filters. 

Three carloads of lime rock are now 
being received daily so as to have a 
supply on hand and burned at the 
opening of work in the factory. Coke 
is also being regularly received. 

The crop is in a most promising 
condition. The cool weather and foggy 
mornings of the past two weeks have 
been favorable to the continued growth 
of the roots, and on most of the Chino 
flelds the large, spreading, luxuriant 
tops completely shade the ground. No 
lack of moisture is in evidence on the 
Chino ranch, although some fields in 
Orange and Los Angeles counties 
would have profited by more moisture, 
The acreage of good stand is now re- 
ported to be 8843, and the estimate of 
90,000 tons for the crop tributary to the 
Chino factory is generally agreed upon 
by the management and officials of the 
company. Manager Schroeder says 
that there is not apt to be any beets 
shipped this year between Oxnard and 
Chino. Even if there were beets to be 


| shipped from here, the Oxnard factory 


has all it can possibly handle now 
growing tributary to that factory, 
and Chino has a long campaign as- 
sured with its own feld of beets. If 
any shipping is to be done it is most 
apt to be in the direction of Chino. 
In any case, a very long campaign for 
both factories is now as well assured 
as it is possible to be three weeks be- 
fore the commencement of harvest. 

The crop on the Chino ranch is about 
the latest planted for this factory, and 
the first of the harvest will necessarily 
be principally from outside points—in 
Los Angeles and Orange counties. 

Lively times are commencing in 
Chino, and will continue for the bal- 
ance of this year at least.—[{Chino 
Champion. 


THE DAIRY, 
Notes. 


The theory that the richness of the 
milk, or the amount of butter fat and 
other solids in it, depends more upon 
the animal than upon the food given 
to it, receives some corroboration from 
the fact that the milk of the goat is 
said to much richer than that of the 
cow, two quarts of goats’ milk being 
equal in nutritive qualities to three of 
cows’ milk. As is well known, the- goat 
is a forager, eating almost any food 
they can pick up, but we do not think 
the above statement is true of the goat 
that has fed upon the proverbial diet 
that they are said by the humorists to 
feed upon tomato cans, hoop skirts 
and circus posters. To produce milk of 
the above quality they must be well 
fed with good food. They may eat many 
plants that the cow rejects, but the at- 
tention of our scientific men has not, 
as far as we know, ever been given 
to a study of those plants to ascertain 
how much protein or milk-producing 
food they contained. And the above 
comparison was made with certain im- 
proved breeds of goats in England or 


years bred with a view to milk produc- 
tion or the making of goatsmilk cheese, 
so that it is claimed they produce about 
four quarts of milk a day. If this is the 
case they have undoubtedly been fed 
with this end in view.’ We are willing 
to admit that the goat well cared for 
may be the poor man's cow, being 
cheaply kept, and producing milk 
enough for one family, but we are not

cut fine hay, when not in grass. Even 
on grass the skimmilk should be con- 
tinued for a time if it can be had in 
sufficient amount. Whole oats are good, 
but we like well-cured oat hay quite 
as well, or when on grass give about 
one quart of bran dry and mixed with 
a handful of oats. Keep them out of 
cold rains and wind, and give good beds 
in warm stables. Handle them gently 
every day, brushing and petting them, 
and there should not be a day in which 
there is not a growth in size and a de- 
velopment toward maturity. They 
should be of large frame and vigorous, 
and such calves should be mature 
enough to drop their . calves at two 
years old if of Jersey blood, and at two 
and a half years if of the slower-ma- 
turing breeds.

SAD TRAGEDY AT HOUSE OF 
TAVE THOMAS. 


Father Finds His Daughter’s Body in 
Less Than Two Feet of Water Too 
Late to Restore Her to Life—Mother 


Prostrated. 


While her father was reading in the 
next room but one within easy calling 


distance, Ella Thomas, the eight- 
old crippled daughter

on the old military reservation. If an 
attempt is made to take out a head 
of water the lower canals will seek an 
injumection at once. There is also 
strong probability of legal action 
against a number of the newer canals 
op the upper Verde, where about 5000 
miner's inches of water are now di. 
verted to the injury of the Salt River 
Valley far mers, who have hitherto re- 
lied chiefly upon the Verde flow for 
summer irrigation. 

Congress has parsed an act rectify- 
ing Act 65 of the last Legislature of 
Arizona. This is a measure permit 
ting Maricopa county,to incur an ex- 
pense not in excess of $30,000 for sur- 
veys and preliminary work tending to- 
ward the storage of flood waters. Under 
this act the local Board of Water Star- 
ace Commissioners has working 
for a year, a large part of the fund 
having been ited to pay the expenses 
of borines at the ©o'+ Piver dam-site 
under the direction of Arthur Powell 
Davis.
